Now is the timo to prepare for raising 


early chickens. The first thing neoeesary 
is to force tho liens that you intend to 
have do the sittiug to lay freely. 
The 


eggs to bo used for hatching may be pro- 
cured from hcnn which begin laying a few 
weeks latci in tho Benson, but aa tho de- 
sire for incubation doos not como until 
tho fowl has completed her batch of eg^n, 
it is plain that tho whole matter of get- 
ting chickens started early depends on 
tho early l»>ing of the sitting ptock. 
When thero are offers to sit, the ogirs 
cliopcm for that purposo will be all the 
bettor for coming from that portion of tho 
flock which is ju»t beginning to lay, for 
the invariable (which we believe wo wore 
the ttrot to print) sbould be to never select 
eggs for biUuhinu excepting near the be- 
ginning of a laying, biforo proHficness 
has diminished the vitality with whioh 
eaoh germ ia endowed. That early chicks 
are generally more vigorous and easy to 
roar than late ones, is a matter of common, 
observation with poultry keepers, but the 
explanation sometimes offered that the 
beat of liny or June is unfavorable, is 
wronjr. As fur AS the weather is concern- 
ed, May ia much moro salubrious than 
March, and the supply ol insects upon tho 
forage ground is better. 
But >,he amount 


of force stored up within the ea-g-shell 
wallB whioh is the original life capital that 
mainly decides the fate of tho chicks, ia 
greater when tbe parent fowls have not 
beon exhausted by the prod uetin during 
two or three previous months of thirty, 
forty, or may be sixty eggs. Some have 
theorized that the reason why June-hatch- 
ed obiokcns often die off as if smitten 
with a plague, though without any appa- 
rent disease, i» becanue they oat too many 
insecte, especially such inneots as are very- 
large, and are supposed on that account to 
obstruct their crops. But we are not (my 
more afraid of a rich pasture for chickang 
than for calves and lamb*, repeated ex- 
periments having shown us that eggs will 
(iroduco as strong chickens in June as in 
ITabruary. if tho eggs in both oases are tho 
firiit that the ben ban laid that year. 


To return to our early ohiokeu-raibing. 


Lst the birds designed for sitters be fed 
plentifully with animal food in addition 
to a large ration of grain, anli 'reen vege- 
tables ad libitum, and let thero bo plenty 
of pounded thells and hard, whitish on 
light-colored gravel within their reach, 
and never omit to keep tbe water-ves«eln 
supplied. To expect bens to lurnieh egg» 
which contain HO much fluid, without 
giving them water HO that they may drink 
•t any timo when their system may hap- 
pen 10 need it, is like dnmanding biick 
•when there is neither clay nor etraw. 
During tho winter, warm water should b* 
uped to fill the drinkiag vessels, no that ico 
may not form for some hours. 


It is not essential that the building be 


uncommonly warm where bens ura to sit 
in February, for the ne»te of sittnra may 
be lined with two or three baudfuls of 
feathers, and tho sitters themselves being 
fed regularly twioe a djy with corn (in- 
stead of onoo a day, an in warm weather) 
enough animal boat will be manufactured 
and retained to answer the purposo per- 
fectly. 
Tho chickens being hatched, now ooaesi 


the cn.ro of them. 
Recollect that as there 


aro not many worms to be had when the 
snow is may be a foot deep, or fliea when 
tbe temperature is at freezing point, and 
a- young birds of no matter what speoiea 
wero never designed by nature to live on 
^raiii alone, it is neoonsary to tho perfect 
thrift of your ohiokenn that they hava 
meat daily. Do not give it raw, for it is 
too crude. Boiled meat is more nourish- 
ing and oaeily digested, and more nearly 
resembles insects. Auothor thin*; im- 
portant to be remembered is that as early 
in the season tho days aro short, and as 
fowls are not at all nocturnal but go to 
bed at early dusk, the chicks will Lave a 
long hungry night before them, unless 
you take pains to phortcn it.

of Petersburg, has reached the third pand. 
The well being drilled through large cas- 
ing, immediately after striking the Band it 
filled several hundred feet -with oil; thus 
giving unmistakable evidence that the 
sought for treasure exists in abundant 
quantities ia the particular locality in 
which the drilling process is going on. 
Mr. Vensol and his associates will no 
doubt be the fortunate owners of a big 
well.
